I wrote In::"- lately to Uncle Eh 
and told him of the letters I had sent 
to Hope and of my effort to see her. 
Late in May. after Virginia had se­ 
ceded. s nm' UU ' » Of us were sent over 
to the south sale of the Potomac, where 
for weeks we tore the (lowery fields 
lining the sh re with Ling intreucli- 
rneuts. 
Meantime I wrote three letters to Mr. 
Greeley and had the s itisfaetion of see­ 
ing them in Hie Tribune. I took much 
interest in the camp drill, and before 
we crossed tho river I had been raised 
to the rank of first lieutenant. Every 
day we were I > living f >r tile big arm y 
of Beauregard, campit.g below Center­ 
ville, s >uie thirty miles south. Almost 
every night a nervous picket set the 
camp in uproar by challenging a phan­ 
tom of hi s imaginal! rn. We were all 
Impatient its boun Is in leash. 
Since 
they would not come up and give us 
battle, we wanted to be off and have it 
out with them. 
Aud the people were 
tired of delay, dim cry of ‘‘Ste’ boy!” 
was ringing ail over the north. They 
wanted to cut tis lo >sc and he through 
with dallying. 
Well, one night the order cam e; we 
were to g i south in the morning—30,000 
of us -and put tut end to the war. W e 
did not g«t away until afternoon.

When we were 
off, bor e and foot, so Hint I could see 
miles of the blue column before and 
behind me. I felt s wry for the mistak­ 
en south. On the evening of the 18tU 
our campfires on cither side of the pike 
at Centerville glowed like the lights of 
a city, We knew the enemy was near 
aud began to feel a tightening of the 
nerves. I wrote a letter to the folks at 
homo for postmortem delivery and put 
it into my trousers pocket. A friend in 
my company called me aside after 
mess.

Famous 
Virginian 
Warrior 
Passes 


Away Suddenly at Washington. 
Washington, 
April 
29.— General 
Fitzhugh Lee of Virginia died at the 
Providence hospital 
in this city at 
11:20 o’clock last night, as the result 
of an attack of apoplexy and paralysis 
with which he was stricken early yes­ 
terday morning while traveling by rail 
from Boston to Washington. 
The end 
came quite suddenly and was without

pain. 
Tho general was doing fairly 
well considering the severity of the 
attack 
until 
about 
IO 
o’clock 
last 
night, when a change cam e for the 
worse. 
Before the civil war, at the begin­ 
ning of which he resigned his com­ 
mission in the United States army, 
General Lee saw considerable frontier 
duty in movements against the Indi­ 
ans. 
He was an expert cavalry offi­ 
cer, and on one occasion, June 16, 
1860, he was engaged in a hand-to- 
hand encounter with Comanche In­ 
dians near Camp Colorado, Tex. 
His 
services in the Confederate army as 
a major general are well known, and 
during the interval between this war 
and his active work in the Spanish- 
American war. General Lee filled a 
number of important, positions, includ­ 
ing the governorship of Virginia, the 
presidency of the Pittsburg & Virginia 
railroad, the collectorship of internal 
revenue for the Lynchburg district, 
and the consul generalship at Havana. 
Following 
his 
honorable 
discharge 
from 
the 
volunteer 
arm y. 
General 
Lee was appointed 
to the regular 
army with tho rank of briuadier gen­ 
eral. and with this rank he was re­ 
tired in March, 1901. 
Arrangements 
for 
the 
general’s 
funeral, together with the selection of 
the place 
for Interment of the re­ 
mains. will not be made until after 
the arrival in Washington of Mrs. Lee. 
who is now on her way to Washington 
from Fort Oglethorpe. 
It is possible 
that the body may be laid to rest at 
the national cemetery at Arlington, 
although it is expected that General 
Lee's friends may make an effort to 
have a site chosen somewhere else in 
Virginia, the state in which he lived 
so many years and with whose inter­ 
est he was so strongly identified. 
General Lee was a nephew of the 
famous Confederate general. Robert 
E. Lee. 
A widow and five children 
survive General Lee.

behalf of the Em ployers’ 
Teaming association on the grounds 
that the organization is Incorporated 
under the laws of W est Virginia and 
is therefore under the protection of 
the federal court. 
The order com ­ 
mand.. 
that 
r'.’ 
i 'fondants 
r Train 
from i ny Interference with the oust 
ness of the Em ployers’ Teaming com 
pany. and commands the strikers to 
refrain from picketing, massing on the 
streets with intent to Interfere with 
the wagons of the complainant and 
from interfering in any manner with 
men in its employ. 
As soon as Issued. 
copies of the injunction were printed 
on large cards and two of these were 
attached to every wagon of the E m ­ 
ployers’ 
Teaming 
company 
which 
went upon the streets. 
The injunc­ 
tion exerted a pacifying influence and 
there was less rioting in the streets. 
When news of the injunction reach­ 
ed President Shea of the Team sters’ 
union, he issued the following order 
signed by the com m ittee of team ster’ 
business agents: 
“To all union team sters: 
Perm it 
no violation of the peace under any 
circum stances. 
Competent 
drivers 
cannot 
be 
procured 
to handle 
the 
teams In Chicago and violence will 
not help us in this strike. 
Be loyal 
to your union and obey its instruc­ 
tions." 
The strike has spread steadily, most 
of the team sters going out, however, 
being employed 
by small 
concerns. 
There are now about 3,500 team sters 
on strike and their action has largely 
deprived about 15,000 other men from 
work. 
It is impossible today to have a 
package delivered to any address out­ 
side of the down town business sec­ 
tion from any of the large dry goods 
stores. 
Customers were told that de­ 
livery of large parcels could not be 
made for a day or two at most and 
they are strongly urged to take small 
packages with them. 
President 
Shea 
of the team sters 
and President Doh! of the Chicago 
federation of labor made efforts to 
secure conferences with the four bro­ 
therhoods of railway employes, 
hut 
nothing has so far developed along 
this line. 
Tonight an appeal will be 
made to the m aterial trades council 
for aid to the team sters. These unions 
have a membership of 90,000 to 100,- 
000 men, aud will be asked to go on 
strike In sympathy with the team sters 
lf their work becomes involved in the 
slightest manner with supplies or de­ 
liveries from 
any 
of the establish­ 
ments where strikes have been called. 
Efforts will also be made, it is said, 
to get out the employes of the Union 
Traction company, which controls all 
the street railways on the north and 
west sides of the city. 
These men 
will be appealed to if any coal Is de­ 
livered to the traction company by 
coal companies whose men are now 
on strike. 
It is not probable, how­ 
ever, that any spread of the strike 
will he made In any direction out­ 
side of the team sters union until after 
Sunday when all the organizations to 
which appeal has been made by the 
team sters will hold meetings. 
The full meaning of the strike has 
been 
brought 
home 
to 
the 
public. 
The boycott against “struck" firms is 
rigidly enforced and conditions extra­ 
ordinary even in a strike have devel­ 
oped. 
Groceries, coal, ice and meat 
are 
kept 
from 
tho 
firms 
involved. 
Even florists, except those delivering 
for funerals, are affected. 
The hay. 
grain and feed drivers took action, 
shutting off the feed from all barns 
where strikes are on. 
Hundreds of 
horses stabled in tho barns are th reat­ 
ened 
with 
starvation. 
Railway 
ex­ 
press companies and their patrons are 
especially hampered. 
At 
the 
head­ 
quarters of the Railway Express Driv­ 
e r ’ union hundreds of requests were 
received by telephone and by business 
men In person asking that permission 
be given to make shipments, and com ­ 
plaints were made that their business 
was injured and money lost. 
One res­ 
taurant keeper begged that he be al­ 
lowed to receive a shipment of bread 
that bari been started from Milwaukee 
Thursday night. 
The request was re­ 
fused and a strike threatened against 
the restaurant it the bread was taken 
out of the express company’s office.

Drivers’ union complaints were made 
by scores of patrons of department 
stores that purchases made had not 
been delivered 
and 
permission 
was 
asked to have goods delivered.

if his explanation Is satisfactory and 
he Is to remain in the diplomatic ser­ 
vice, his usefulness in C aracas will 
have been Impaired and It will he nec­ 
essary to carry out the state depart­ 
ment’s original plan, formed before 
the publication of the attack upon Mr. 
Loomis, and transfer Mr. Bowen to 
either Colombia or Chili.
